not  sav  an  improper  but  an  unnecessary  d 
gree  ol  zeal  had  been  displayed  in  taking  up 
this  subject;  and  lie  had  been  highly  grati- 
fied in  finding  tbae  the  bouse  had  determined 
that  the  subject  should  take  that  dispassion- 
ate course  which  belonged  to  its  character. 

He  did  not  agree,  he  said,  with  gentlemen, 
several  of  whom  had  expressed  an  opinion  on 
this  occasion  &a  tormer,  that  the  dissatisfac- 
tion expressed  through  the  country  in  regal d 
to  this  law,  was  to  be  attributed  wholly  to  fac- 
tion, to  demagogues,  or  designing  men.  Some 
of  it  perhaps  might : but  when  we  find,  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  even  in  thus*  having  no 
intercourse  with  each  other  a general  dissat- 
isfaction, we  are  bound  to  conceive  that  the 
people  are  really  imposed  to  the  measure- 

Mr.  C said  he  agreed  perfectly  in  the  senti- 
ment, that  instructions  given  by  the  people  are 
obligator)  on  the  representatives.  This  was 
a principle  consecrated  by  the  revolution,  in- 
separable from  all  free  govemmnt, and  winch 
lie  therefore  hoped  never  to  see  departed  from 
in  practice  under  ours.  Jt  was  indeed,  like  all 
other  general  principles,  regulated  by  certain 
limitations.  An  instruction  to  violate  the 
constitution  for  instance,  is  not  binding— why  ? 
Because  the  expression  of  the  will  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  constitution  is  paramount  to  the 
expression  of  their  will  in  the  form  of  instruc- 
tions, and  because  the  representative  is  sworn 
to  obey  that  paramount,  will  But,  on  ques- 
tions of  expediency,  the  will  of  the  people 
ought  t»  be  binding;  and.  if  there  was  a 
question,  more  than  any  other,  in  regard  to 
which  the  popular  will  should  be  obeyed,  it  is 
that  in  which  the  representatives  arc  called 
upon  to  fix  their  own  compensation  ; in  which 
they  are  a party  on  one  side,  and  the  people 
on  the  other.  Every  consideration  of  proprie- 
ty and  delicacy,  as  well  us  of  principle  re 
({Hired  that, where  the  opinion  of  the  constit- 
uent in  regard  to  compensation  is  decidedly 
expressed,  it  is  to  be  received  as  conclusive 
and  implicitly  obeyed.  Whilst,  then,  be  bad 
a seat  i f;  this  floor,  Mr.  C said,  it  was  imma- 
terial how  he  arrived  at  the  will  of  his  con 
slitiienis,  or  what  were  the  evidences  of  it;, 
it  was  sufficient  that  be  should  know  it ; in  j 
all  case 8 of  expediency  be  held  the  doctrine 
of  an  obligation  on  his  part  to  observe  ill**  in. 
atruclions,  express  or  implied,  of  his  constitu- 
ents. Cases  might  possibly  arise,  in  which 
he  should  not  fee!  himself  bound  by  instruc- 
tions to  deviate  from  i l»e  course  which  heron- 
feiv^d  to  be  correct — where,  for  example,  iin 
portant  facts  rxst*d  materially  inn  ing  the 
case,  of  which  b:s  constituents  had  l>  , n igno 
rant.  In  such  a case,  he  might  throw  himself 
on  the  liberality  and  justice  of  the  people  to 
determine,  under  the  whole  circumstances, 
whether  he  bad  acted  correctly  or  nnt.  What 
»s  the  will  of  the  people  of  Ins  partie.nlsr  d is 
trict  of  his  constituents,  ought,  on  this  sub 
ject,  to  be  the  question  for  every  number 
The  people,  Mr.  (J.  said,  whom  be  bad  the 
hoi  or  to  represent,  were — he  hoped  he  should 
not  be  accused  of  arrogance  in  saying  so — were 
a people  high  minded,  independent,  je  Ions  of 
their  honor  and  their  liberty,  but  a’  the  s:»m** 
lime,  I btral  and  just ; and  so  also,  lie  doubted 
not,  were  all  tlife  people  of  the  United  States 
In  regard  to  that  district,  he  believed  that  the 
people  would  be  satisfied  with  anv  liberal 
chmpensr.t ion  to  the  members  of  Congress, 
that  should  not  be  extravagant  in  its  amount. 
He  believed  tliey  w<  uld  lie  satisfied,  if  the 
compensation  should  be  fixed  at  ten,  eleven  or 
twelve  dollors  per  day — At  the  last  session, 
Mr  G.  said,  he  had  stated  his  preference  for  h 
Iai!y  compensation  over  a fixed  salary  or  gross 
amount  per  session,  but  that  the  reasons  urged 
in  favor  of  the  latter  mode  were  so  plausible 
if  not  convincing,  as  to  be  sufficient  to  war- 
rant tire  experiment  of  tfi  t plan  which  ir 
found  unsatisfactory  or  inexpedient,  it  would 
be  always  in  the  power  of  Congress  to  repeal 
In  adv  rating  the  r turn  from  a salary  to  a 
daily  but  increased  compensation,  at  thesume 
time  that  he  conformed  to  the  will  of  his  c.»n 
slititents,  be  d.d  not  vary  the  grounds  on  which 
lie  l\ad  acted  at  the  last  session 


the  members  v.*as 
a just  and  proper  measure.  The  result  of  all 
that  I heard  was  & conviction  on  mv  mind,  that 
the  people  remain  dissatisfied  with  the  form, 
but  that  ninety -nine  out  of  an  hundred  are  sat- 
isfied that  there  ought  to  be  an  augmentation 
of  the  compensation  of  the  members,  propor- 


siluation,  when  one,  or  both,  or  all,  may  be 
struggling  in  the  agonies  of  death — no  com- 
pensation can  remunerate  a man  for  his  suffer- 
ing  in  that  circumstance.

For,  he  said, 
he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  the  wealth

is  the  same  tiling,  to  th^  increase  in  the  price 
of  commodities  since  1789.  For  his  part  then, 
Mr.  C.  said,  he  had  a disposition  to  do  justice 
to  the  members,  aj  well  as  to  the  people.  If 
the  compensation  were  reduced  so  low  as  that 
none  but  opulent  men  could  aspire  to  seats  in 
this  House,  the  evil  produced  by  the  fathers  of 
the  constitution  would  he  realised  ; and  all 
the  middling  class  of  society,  that  in  which 
t.ie  weight  of  talents  is  to  be  found  in  this 
country,  would  be  banished  from  the  legisla- 
tive councils. 

Mr.  C.  said,  that,  under  such  impressions, 
he  should  vote  fur  a higher  compenHatiou  than 
six  dollars  per  day.  lie  felt  indifferent  whe- 
ther it  should  he  now  fixed  at  eight,  nine  or 
ten  dollars  ; confident,  whichever  sum  should 
he  agreed  to,  that  not  only  the  people  of  the 
district  which  he  represented  would  approve, 
but  tlut  the  whole  \merican  people  would 
sanction  the  measure  by  their  approbation. 
He  differed  from  an  honorable  gentleman  from 
New  York,  with  regard  to  an  increase  of  the 
mileage.  He  thought  that  also  ought  to  be 
increased  ; *rr,  lie  asked,  who  makes  the 
greatest  sacrifice  in  comirtg  here  ? The  mem- 
bers from  the  greatest  distance  certainly.  If, 
then,  the  mileage  be  increased,  in  the  same 
ratio  with  the  daily  pay,  the  greatest  benefit 
w II  be  bestowed  where  there  is  the  greatest 
burden. 

Mr.  C.  concluded  by  saving,  be  did  not  think 
this  h very  important  question,  and  he  should 
not  therefore  longer  detain  the  attention  of  the 
committee  lie  had  thought  himself  bound 
.to  assign  the  reasons  for  the  vote  he  should 
g.ve,  and  should  vote  with  cheerfulness  for 
the  sum  proposed  by  the  committee  or  for 
higher. 

Mr  Randolph,  understanding  the  whole 
merits  of  the  bill  to  be  before  the  House  on

If  he  thought  the  public  now 
required  it,  Mr.  R.  said,  lie  would  vote  to  re- 
peal the  law ; but  nothing  short  of  the  propo- 
sition he  had  made  would  answer  the  public 
sentiment.  It  Would  be  only  to  forbear  the 
pay  ol  the  present  session,  said  he,  which  t 
would  disdain  to  receive,  under  this  bill.  X. 
said  at  the  last  sesji  in,  I would  as  soon  be 
caught  with  my  hand  in  my  neighbor's  pocket, 
as  vote  against  the  bill  then  before  us.  and 
receive  the  money,  and  I sav  so  still.  After 
dwell.bg  on  the  ad  vintages  of  his  amendment, 
Mr  R.  returned  to  the  subject  of  the  bill.  Is 
tltere  a country  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  lie 
asked,  where  the  officers  are  as  well  paid  a* 
ours  ? lie  spoke  of  the  subordinate  officers, 
tlie  military  and  naval  ofticcis  particular!)/ 
Had  anv  appeal  been  made,  n it  to  sav  to  the 
gene  os ity  but  to  the  prodigality  of  this 
House,  m their  tav  ,r,  without  being  favorably 
answered  ? How  m »ny  bills  bad  passed  to 
mafce  good  to  the  captors  of  ships  of  war, 
the  amount,  and  the  enormous  amount  loo, 
of  vessels  destroyed  f How  many  men  of 
the  naval  and  mili'a.y  have  been  elevated 
from  p verty  to  affluencea  and  splendor  ! 
Are  we  ub  ml  to  affi.  m*  sa.d  he,  tl  pt  the  rep- 
resentatives on  this  fl<»or,  > re  the  only  degraded 
cum  m tnia  society,  when  the  emoluments’ of 
military,  naval,  and  executive  officers,  are

under  which  they  *ct,  Mr.  C.  said  he  preferred 
a daily  compensation,  because  it  was  more 
simple,  more  conformable  to  the  usages  of  the 
states,  besides  being  more  equal  and  more  just 
in  its  operation  in  regard  to  the  members  at 
different  times  For,  although,  if  wc  take  a 
series  of  years,  the  result,  as  it  respects  the 
public,  will  be  the  same  under  the  one  mode 
and  under  the  other,  as  it  regards  the  m m- 
hers  serving  in  that  scries,  the  result  will  be 
unequal,  the  member  serving  in  a Congress 
whose  seFsicfis  are  of  long  dtiraticn  receiving 
no  more  than  Dim  who  serves  in  a Congress 
whose  sessions  a’ e of  short  duration.  I here 
was  in  fact  no  way  to  make  the  compensation 
perfectly  equal,  but  to  make  it  daily.

They  had  borne 
the  embargo— they  bad  borne  the  miserable 
non-importation  system — they  had  borne 
long,  bloody,  destructive;  and  some  respects, 
disastrous  war — tliey  had  borne  with  misman 
agement  in  the  Camp  and  in  the  Senate,  and 
they  would  ever  hear  with  it,  ho  l-»ng  as 
they  believe  that  the  intentions  of  those 
clothed  with  power,  have  been  honest  and 
good. 

But  we  are  told,  said  Mr.  R.  that  this  is  a 
matter  of  money  ; that  the  whole  report  of 
the  select  committee  on  the  subject,  is  about 
money  And  about  what  did  tlifc  committee 
report  ? The  subject  matter  of  their  report 
was  money  ; and  whst  other  subject  should 
they  have  spoken  of  ? Would  the  gentleman 
have  had  them  talk  of  fortifications,  of  mili* 
tarv  and  naval  defence,  of  roads  and  canals, 
or  the  national  university?  I haVe,  said  Mr. 
R.  a much  more  serious  fault  than  that  trf  find 
with  this— that  tlie  last  member  of  the  syllo- 
gism is  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  major 
and  minor.  It  *>  true,  Mr.  R said  (referring 
probably  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  Webster,  the 
reputed  author  of  that  reports  that  those  men 
who  come  from  the  greatest  distance  to  Con- 
gress, suffer  most.  Wha»,  he  asked,  was  the 
situation  of  the  men  whom  we  follow  io  their 
long  and  dreary  abode,  in  this  place,  because 
intelligence  cannot  reach  their  abodes  in  time 
to  draw  their  friends  around  them  before  their 
deat  h ? 

That  we  are  bound  to  hold  the  opinions  of 
tlie  people  in  high  respect,  said  Mr.  R I 
agree  ; but  there  are  some  subjects  on  which 
wea’-e  better  qualified  to  g*ve  than  to  receiv* 
instruction.  Any  man,  who  has  had  experience 
of  public  life  in  this  place*  i»  better  $d)le  to

sort ; who  ought  to  hate  parliamentary  law 
at  least  at  his  finger’s  ends  ; who  ought  to 
be  die  grave  aud  dumbed  moderator  of  an 
assembly  of  a gneai  and  august  character— 
for  such  R is,  and  little  they  know  ot  it  who 
deem  ot  it  less  reverently.  Never  let  me  see 
a man  in  that  chair,  who  is  a partisan  on  the 
floor  and  an  umpire  there  The  Speaker  of 
this  House  and  tlie  President  of  the  Senate, 
ought  to  have  a compensation  commensurate, 
with  the  dignity  of  ilieir  stations.  Why  have
